charges, etc. Some did, with 
several refusing to submit 
themselves to the request by the 


BOP that they limit their oral 
presentation to five minutes, but 
to submit any and all 
complaints.criticisms Suggestions, 
and praises, in writing so that 
the BOP might have the 
opportunity to stop and 
consider each point carefully 
Then a notice to the same effect, 
that of please put in writing any

The position of Living Group 
Advisor wili call for an individual who is not 
preoccupied with a control function but rather 
one who is willing to experience and develop a 
basis for decision-making through the 
living-learning concept. This _ living-learning 
concept will mean that Living Group Advisor’s will 
be more concerned with facilitating the learning 
process of residents by aiding students to develop 
a basis for decision-making and an awareness of 
the responsibilities and complexities inherent in 
his or her decisions. In order for learning to take 
place, Living Group Advisor’s should aid residents 
to achieve some sense of belonging in the residence 
hall community of which he or she ts a part 

The Living Group Advisor receives 
approximately $110 per month for ten months 
and lives in the residence hall as a part of a team 
committed to the over-all philosophy of the 
housing program. It is expected that the Living 
Group Advisor participate in the development of a 
living-learning concept through in-service training 
during the year and prior to the beginning of the 
Fall semester

WINTERSOLDIER 
documents the “Winter Soldier 
Investigation” conducted by 
Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War in Detroit, Michigan last 
winter. At that investigation 
over 125 veterans representing 
every major combat unit to see 
action in Vietnam, gave eye 
witness testimony to war crimes 
and atrocities they either 
participated in or witnessed. The 
purpose of this investigation was 


to bring to light the nature of 
American military policy in 
Vietnam. In the winter of 1776 
Thomas Paine wrote, ““These are 
the times that try mens’ souls. 
The summer soldier and the 
sunshine patriot will, in this 
crisis shrink from the service of 
his country; but he that stands it 
now, deserves the love and 
thanks of man and woman.”

Guadalupe, were singled out for 
their virtue. The others were like 
““La Malinche.” 

“La Malinche,” the story of 
the Indian princess who forsook 
her people to become the 
interpreter and, eventually, the 
lover of the Spanish 
conquistador Cortes, will open 
tonight at 8:30 in the Little 
Theatre. 

Presented entirely in Spanish 
by the Indo-Hispano Theatre, 
the play follows Cortes and 
““Malinche” his pet name for 
her-from their first meeting in 
Veracruz through his bloody 
conquest of her people to her 


departure, in anger and 
dishonor, from conquered 
Mexico City. 


Although Spanish-language 
plays have been produced by the 
Spanish department every year 
at SSC, ‘La Malinche”’ is the 
first play to be done in 
conjunction with the drama 
department 

“They have been very 
helpful,”’ said director Olivia 
Castellano, an English instructor 
at SSC. 

The drama department 
provided appropriate 
conquistador-style costumes, 
helped with publicity, and will 
handle the technical aspects of 
the production 

Stella Serrano, who teaches 
the Spanish department’s play 
production class and is a veteran 
director of the department's 
plays, supervises the Spanish 
script and is the play’s sponsor. 

This blend of skill, which 
resulted in “La Malinche,” was 
brought about through the 
efforts of drama student JoAnn 
Cowan, who felt that 
Spanish-speaking students could 
benefit from drama facilities as 
well as any of the other ethnic 
minorities currently using them. 

The play, said Ms. Cowan, is 


intended primarily to provide 
entertainment for the 
S panish-speaking community 
and experience for 
Spanish-speaking students 

While most of the cast 
members were raised with the 
Spanish language, a few are 
recruits from Ms. Serrano’s play 
production class Director 


Castellano herself first became 
involved in Spanish-language 
plays by appearing in one of Ms. 
Serrano’s in 1968. 

Leading this year’s cast are 
Maxine Campos as ‘“Malinche’’; 
Baudelio Ramirez as Cortes; 
David Rasul as_ rebellious 
Captain Velazquez de Leon; and 
Nemesio Ortiz as the Aztec 
warrior-chieftan, Cuauhtemoc. 

“La Malinche” will be 
performed at 8:30 p.m. on May 
5, 6, 7 and 12 in the Little 
Theatre.

Foreign student tuition 


On Aprrii 24, 1972, a letter 
was issued by SSC’s Accounting 
office, addressed to foreign 
students, who had attended 
Sacramento State more than two 
semesters 

Signed by Mr. A.S. Rakula, 
Accounting Officer, the letter 
said that foreign students would 
be required to pay the difference 
ff $20 per unit and $37 per 
unit, for both fall and spring 
semester, 1971-72, before they 
could receive their grades, 
transcripts or diploma 

What had prompted the 
letter? What had prompted the 
increase in tuition? 

It’s history begins long ago 
and far away. A decision was 
handed down, a couple of years 


ago, throughthe legislature and 
The Board of Trustees, to 
increase, gradually, the tuitions 
of foreign students in the state 
college system. 

An organization of foreign 
students based at San Jose State 
College went out and subscribed 
students from the other State 
College campuses to raise funds 
to fight, in court, this tuition 
increase. The case is presently 
being heard in Los Angeles 

Most recently, the 
passed a resolution that the state 
college system was authorized to 
accept payment of the tuition 
difference from any student 
desiring their grades. There was,, 
however, no indication that it 
was obligatory

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According to Mr. Bakula, a 
legal memo sent to the various 
campuses by the Board of 
Trustees lawyers was the basis 
for the letter 


Dr. Preston Stegenga, head of 
the International Center, on 
campus, said that the $17 a unit 
difference could be paid as a 
safety measure, contingent on 
the outcome of the case. If the 
students won the money would 
be returned and if the State 
College system won they would 
be paid up in full. 


At last report, however, there 
was an indication that no matter 
who wins this round of the 
fight, the case will be appealed.

of attendance. A second element 
overturned some rf this 
idealism, however. Because the 
grades had not been turned in 
properly by the professor 
sponsoring the class, a number 
of the students who had poor 
attendance ended up getting 
Incompletes anyway. Still, the 
situation pointed out the need 
for more understanding between 
the Co-ordinator and the 
facilitators. The Campus 
Sociology class itself failed to 
get enough members to function 


as a class, so the two or three 
students who had already 
enrolled in the class were 
allowed to work on seperate 
projects, reporting their progress 
from time to time to the 
Co-ordinator Since the 
Legislature was then in session, 
the Spring Lobbying class was 
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much more successful than the 
previous semester. About fifteen 
students had signed up for the 
class and several of them were 
somewhat experienced in the 
field of lobbying.

People who have never 
experienced another individual 
(or group of them) trying to 
actively snuff out lives, have 
little perception about what the 
“fear of death” is really all 
about. You really can’t perceive 
the preciousness of life until you 
have actually been threatened 

A tour of duty in Vietnam for 
the average “foot-soldier” is a 
completely horrifying and 
unique experience. He will be 
nervous and just plain scared for 
at least 365 days. He will be 
constantly checking his 
environment to make sure that it 
is not booby-trapped; constantly

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checking the trees around hiin 
for snipers, the bushes .for an 
ambush, trusting nothing and no 
one for the entire period he is in 
Vietnam. After he leaves the 
country, he will still jump for 
cover each time he hears a car 
backfire or feel his heart jump 
when a sudden and unexpected 
movement jogs his 
sub-consciousness 

Some can’t handle _ the 
experience at all—these people 
will be left with some kind of 
emotional or psy chological 
Scarring-a heavy price to pay, in 
my view, for a war we are not 
trying to win. (Of course, you 
will undoubtedly counter this 
proposition with many 
arguments concerning whether 
or not we should even have been 
fighting there, and I would have 
to say that after being there, I 
can’t answer the “why” or “so 
what” of the war question.)

War is naturally cruel, all wars 
are. But aside from that fact, the 
land, Vietnam, is cruel. The way 
we have to fight is cruel, and 
most of all the total experience 
is cruel. 

Patrols through a jungle are 
naturally cruel because humans 
are not equipped to slide 
through the vines like a boa. 
But the vines in Vietnam are 
equipped with giant thorns that 
constantly rip and tear into your 
skin like an octopus armed with 
razor blades. Of course for spice, 
there is always the large red ants 
that cover some of the vines and 
can send a grown man screaming

for mercy in less than ten 
seconds. 

I once had a couple of friends 
killed on a patrol after they had 
stepped on a nest of very large 
Kamakazi-type bees, and were 
stung to death before their 
armed-to-the-teeth comrades 
could figure a way to save them 
from their extremely horrifying 
death. You have never heard a 
man scream so loud...and felt so 
helpless...who do you strike 
back against? What do you say 
to the loud-mouthed sergeant 
who hollers “move out” one 
minute after they’ve been lifted 
out of the jungle on a sling?

After the typical fire fight in 
Vietnam, it is the unfortunate 
job of the infantryman to search 
for enemy casualties so that the 
U.S Army may have its 
“body-count” for statistical 
reasons 

if these bodies are not laying 
wound in the open, then a 
search must be made for new 
graves. If the North Vietnamese 
cannot carry their dead away, 
they hastily bury them in a 
shallow grave. It is then your 
task to search for these graves 
and, after finding them, dig 
them up 

If this isn't bad enough 
already, you also have to rip 
them off. You are responsible 
for taking anything and 
everything buried with them and 
sending it back to the rear for 
nspection by “intelligence” (7) 
teams 

If the idea doesn't make you 
Sick the smell of a partially 
decomposed body surely would 

Another little chunk of power 
given to the infantry man is the 
power to pull off little tricks like 
My Lai. My Lai was an 
exaggerated power play in the 
sense that it doesn’t normally 
get carried to the extreme that it 
did in that particular case, but it 
still does happen-—everyday, in 
varying degrees. 


Consider for a moment what 
happens when an American 
patrol is fired on by a sniper in a 
village. First, the sniper fire is 
returned by immediate small 
rifle fire from the infantry unit 
Then the big stuff starts to fly 
Helicopter gunships are called 
into service. Artillery is called in 
on the village, and more damage 
may be wrought according to 
how scared the infantry leader is 
at the time he is calling for help 

After you have thoroughly 
scared the shit out of the sniper 
by over-reacting (he probably 
fired two shots and left 
anyway), you charge the village, 
just like in the movies. You rush 
in, kick the civilians out of their 
houses, search everyone and 
everything tn the village for 
war-related materials, ransack 
their houses for “war souvenirs” 
and then probably burn the 
village to the ground just 
because the snipers were 
there-and that’s the only 
reason 

I assure you that this does 
happen, quite often, and if it 
only happened once, why take it 
out on the civilians? It wasn’t 
their fault the snipers picked 
their village to hide out in, and 
they had to let them or suffer 
the consequences of defiance. 
They were doomed from the 
start--damned if they do and 
damned if they don't. You 
should try sorting out that 
dilemma while watching an old 
woman cry while you set fire to 
her only possessions on earth.

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Up against the Waldie: *74

It was one of those odd 
summer jobs, a “transportation 
study of the nine bay area 
counties” lead to an interesting 
encounter. The job involved a 
series of interviews taken from 
motorists driving along 
innocently, and suddenly being 
flagged down by official looking 
State of California workers with 
Omaha Orange trucks, signs, and 
barricades. Once stopped, the 
driver interviewed, he/she was 
asked a series of questions that 
could easily be considered a 
flagrant invasion of privacy 

Nevertheless, it was on a 
Tuesday afternoon, in August of 
1965, there | was with clipboard 
in hand and little forms to fill 
nut, standing adjacent’ to 
Highway 4 somewhere near the 
town of Pittsburgh, Calif. The 


flagman, with non-selective 
efficiency pulled over a red 
Mustang, and after the driver 


rolled down his window, I began 
my littie set of questions 

A red Mustang, and a long 
driver by itself is not overly 
curious, but this particular 
instance had a slightly different 
twist. The license piate on the 
car read “A 190 and the 
occupant was the then 
Assemblyman from the 10th 
District, Jerome Waldie 

That was 1965, and Waldie 
was the Majority Leader of the 
California Assembly, a Democrat 
from Antioch, representing 
eastern Contra Costa County. He 
Willingly and curiously answered 
my questions about where he 
was going, and where he had 
been, etc. Then we chatted a bit 
about the transportation study 
project, and with an almost 
sudden swiftness it was time for 
another car and for Waldie to 
depart 

I was aware at that time that 
Jerry Waldie was 4 politically 
ambitious young man, a rising 
star on the California political 
horizon. A year later Waldie’s 
star rose a little higher. 

Contra Costa County is a 
congressional district within 
itself. Extending from 
Richmond on the shores of San 
Pablo Bay, into the suburban 
explosion known as the Diablo 
Valley, and then following the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin River 
Delta to the beginning of the 
heart of the great central valley, 
all composing the 14th 
Congressional district. It had for 
years been’ represented in 
congress by a popular fatherly 
Republican James Baldwin. But 
in 1966 Baldwin succumbed to 
cancer and a vacancy’ was 
created. Baldwin’s wife decided 
to try to succeed him in 
congress, hoping to play upon 
name recognition, and a trend 
toward the Republican party in 
the Reagan year 1966 

A special election was called 
by the then Governor Pat 
Brown, scheduled so that it 
would coincide with the June 
Primary of that vear. The field 
of candidates was somewhat 
crowded. but was narrowed 
down to a race between Mrs 
James Baldwin, and the young 
Democratic Assemblyman trom 
Antioch, Jerome Waldie 

successfully stumping the 


county, the 14th C.D., from the 
Black neighborhoods of 
Ky ynd, the the classy upper 
iniddle class suburbs of Walnut 
Cree) and sprawling commuter 


tract houses of Concord, io the 





river cities Antioch and 
Pittsburgh, to agrian Brentwood, 
Waldic handily defeated Mrs 
Baldwin, and was elected to 
congress in that 1966 special 
election 

Freshman memgers of the 
House of Representatives are to 
be seen and not heard or at least 
so goes the senile system of the 
U.S. Congress. More often than 


not the press respects this 
cobweb covered system. So 
when the newly elected 
congressman from California’s 
14th District arrived in 
Washington, as tradition would 
have it. he was to be quiet and a 


good little boy while waiting his 
turn. But this did not fit the 
style of Jerry Waldie 
member to the congressional 
club, he did not take a back seat 


As a new 


and keep his mouth = shut 
Waldie along with = other 
younger and more actor 


oriented members of the House 
began to challenge the seniority 
system. In the minds of the 
crusty, dust covered members of 
congress who had been playing 
the game by the old rules, this 
young upstart from California 
had a lot of gall. But Waldie, and 
others were not content with a 
seniority system that acted like 
black strap molasses in the 
machinery of government, to the 
point of non-effectiveness. The 
crisis Of government was there 
tor all to see, and Waldie was not 
content to set around and 
twiddle his thumbs. As Waidie 
put it, “The institution of 
Representative Government has 
been revealed to be grievously 
inadequate in its ability to 
respond to the great pressures, in 
its ability to meet the needs and 
aspirations of America’s people 
The tragedy of our institutions 
being delayed and ineffective in 
their response to the demands of 
American Society of today can 
be lessened as those institu*'ons 
re-assess their attitudes and 
change them to meet and cope 
with the wholly different and 
new problems of today.’ Waldie 
goes on to say, “The Congress of 
the United States, and 
particularly, the House of 
Representatives, is absurd and 
aloof in its insistance that it 
need make no dramatic changes 
at all. It is inexcusable to permit 
this hy pocrisy to go 
unchallenged.” 

The challenge acted on 
congress like the San Andreas 
Fault. It didn’t cause any radical 
sweeping changes, but it 
certainly shook things up a bit. 
But it is not over yet. “i no 
longer will remain a quiet 
cooperative cog in the machine 
in Washington,” said Waildie, 
“pretending that all is not as bad 
as it may seem, because, in fact, 
it is worse than it seems.” 

Meanwhile back in California, 
the problems of this state, and 
Waldie’s district have not been 
grounds for idle talk or inaction 
The California Department of 
Water Resources, with all of its 
busy little beavers has been since 


the 50's building another of 
man’s monuments to 
technological madness, the 
California Wate: Project 


Included in this gigantus of the 
north are a series of aqueducts, 
canals, dams, and other assorted 
diversions of California’s 
northern inland waters. Included 
is the peripherai ccinal, a huge 
moat that would divert 
trom th Sacramento-San 
Joaquin River Delta, sending ul 


water 


down the west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley, along with water 
that will have travelled 
another series of aqueducts, and 
canals from California’s north 
coastal rivers, such as the Eel, 
Klamath, Mad, and others. The 
protractors of this boondogle 
claim the water will be needed 
by Los Angeles and the San 
Joaquin Vailey. But what they 
do not tell and Congressman 
Jerome Waldie opposed, is the 
the Peripheral Canal will allow 
for the river delta, and the bays 
to become nothing but great 
sewage ponds. The canal project 
calls for an 80% diverston of 
water from the river delta. The 
water would go south. The claim 
that is made is ‘that 4 million 
acre feet of water will be needed 
by the southland, with surplus 
water being sold to agricultural 
interests in the San Joaquin 
Valley. In order to accomplish 
this claimed need, it will mean 
damming the north coast rivers, 
and diverting delta water 

The problems created by the 
north coast dams, and the 
peripheral canal art 
The plans were made without 
making an environmental impact 
study. A study process that until 
recent years was seldom, if ever 
Diverting water out of the 
delta not replacing it 
adequately, even with the north 
coast water, as much of it will be 


over 


immense 


done 


Sent down state too. will cause 
the saline level in the delta to 
rise, and the salty water to reach 


almost to Sacramento in 
addition to that it makes no 
allowances for San Francisco 
and San Pablo Bays and the 
needs of those two bodies for a 
continual flow of water to keep 
them from turning into a smelly, 
vile western version of Lake 
Erie. In addition the feasibility 
of dam construction on the 
north coast rivers has hardly 
bothered to consider one of 
California’s most fascinating 
phenomena, little movements, a 
rolling, pitching of land called 
earthquakes. Nor was the impact 
on the environment of some of 
California’s last remaining “wild 
rivers,’ and the impact on the 
whole ecocycle of the coast 
rivers, as well as the 
Sacramento-San Joaquin River 
Delta area; this was hardly 
considered, and mostly passed 
off as not being of any great 
concern. 

But for Congressman Waldie it 
was a matter of concern. He was 
none too happy at the prospect 
that most of the area of his 
congressional district could have 
its environment altered forever, 
in a negative way. Waldie 
became the first to challenge the 
concept of the California Water 
Project. He was concerned about 
the environmental impact and 
the future land development it 
would bring, specifically in the 
San Joaquin Valley, and 
Southern California. Who is to 
benefit from this progect? In the 
San Joaquin Valley the biggest 
benefactor would be the 
producers of “‘spectalty crops,” 
produced = mainly by large 
“agribusiness conglomerates, 


corporations, like Standard Oj), 


Fenneco, and = other — giant 
farming interests in the San 
Joaquin Valley Waldic 


challenged the supposed need of 


4 million acre icet for L.A,, 
saying that the tos Angeles 
Basin was all ready being 


destroyed by overpopulation 


too little vir, at least air that you 
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could breathe, and that more 
water was not the solution t 
the problems of L.A., as it 
would only allow for more 
cancerous growth 

He went on_ further to 
challenge the Peripheral Canal 
citing the disastrous effect to the 
“rich, fertile farm lands, the fish 
and wild life and = recreation 
potential of the Sacramento San 
Joaquin Delta for the benefit of 
a few real estate speculators 
He also pointed out that once 
such as the 
deita, it will never be the same 
it can never be altered back to 
its original natural state, and in 
fact, once altered, it is as good as 
destroyed for ever 

The Waldie position was not 
just words. He _ introduced 
legislation in congress to declare 
the north coast rivers, the Eel, 
The Klamath, and the Trinity, as 
“wild rivers’ reminding the 
world that they are the last three 
such wild free flowing streams in 
California. His legislation was 
later matched by Marin County 
State Senator Peter Behr in the 
California Legislature. The 
legislation by Waldie didn’t 
receive a hearing by the House 
Interior Committee, much to 
Waldie’s dismay, but the reasons 
go back to Waldie’s contentions 
and efforts to change the 
seniority system in congress. The 
Chairman of the House Interior 
Committee, Wayne Aspinall (D) 
Colorado, is somewhat 
reknowned for his love for 
“progress,” and a “growth is 
good,” and “more growth is 
better.” But Waldie’s attempts 
to stop the Peripheral Canal have 
been at least partly successful, as 
a bill authored by Republican 
Congressman Craig 
Long Beach to authorize federal 
funds for construction is still 
sitting before the House Interior 
Committee because of — the 
discord over the canal among the 
California Congressional 
delegation, a discord and 
re-evaluation started by Jerry 
Waldic 

Throughout the whole battle 
so far, and the continuing battle 
Waldie has been the ally of 
Sierra Club, Friends of the 
Earth, and other environmental 
Organizations in opposing the 
inal, and other destructive to 
he environment type projects 
But that fight is not over yet

After several attempts to deal 
with the problem in the state 
legislature specifically with 
legislation iuthored by 
Sacramento Assemblyman 
Edwin | 7’berg. and the 


difficulties encountered in 
congress with the attempt to set 
up a brstate agency between 


California and Nevada, attempts 
were made to set up stringent 
new rules for the two state lake 
They were carried in the U.S 
Senate by California Senator 
John Tunney, and in the House 
by Representative Jerome 
Waldie. But one more time the 


old special interest controlled 
congressman from Colorado, 
Wayne Aspinall blocked the 


efforts in the House Interior 
Committee. He was helped along 
by another Irnierior Committee 
member Congressman Harold T. 
“Bizz” Johnson (D) Roseville, 
whose district encompasses the 
California side of Lake Tahoe. 
For all intents and purposes the 
battle for Tahoe is over in this 
session of Congress, but both 
Waldie and Tunney have vowed 
to continue the fight until Lake 
Tahoe is no longer on the verge 
of being totally destroyed 

But the environment is not 
the only area that Waldie has 
occupied himself with as a 
member of congress. He has 
continually opposed the war in 
Southeast Asia, asking the 
question, “Why America’s finest 
young men must risk their lives 
and die fighting to prop up a 
dictatorship 10.000 miles away 
in Southeast Asia.’ He has called 
for an immediate withdrawal 
and disengagement from “the 
Vietnam quagmire.’ 

In addition, as a member of 
the House Judiciary Committee, 
he was a part of the effort to 


move along the process ol 
adding the Equal Rights 
Amendment i the U.S. 
Constitutic 

He has estioned the 
‘ethics’ ol the Justice 


Department, and the Republican

Greeks, in contrast to us, “In 
their universe there were more 
mistakes than crimes, and the 


only definitive crime was excess 
In a world entirely dominated 


by history, which ours threatens 
to hecome, there are no longer 
any mistakes, but only crimes, 
of which the greatest is 


moderation 

It is excess to conclude, as 
you do, that the affirmative 
action program is immoderate. It 
is excessive to claim that 
discrimination should be borne 
only by women and minorities 
because reforms might occur “‘at 
someone's expense "’ Camus also 
says, “If Sade’s formula were 
‘Open the prisons or prove your 
virtue, then Saint-Just’s would 
be: ‘Prove your virtue or go to 


prison.’”” You are not being 
asked to prove your virtue 
Victor, why do you and fan 


require minorities and women to 
prove theirs? 

Another example of the 
excess in your article is the 
moralistic tone of its language, 
and the easy equation you 
moralistic types make between a 
moral stand guilt-nidden 
rhetoric. lan said, ‘The battle is 
between those devoted toward 
higher education as a means 
toward developing the 
intelligence and talents of the 
individual student and in this 
way serving the society as a 
whole-and those who = are 
working to transform the college 
into a_ totalitarian welfare 
agency, a4 grand _ protective 


Shame on you Victor, such guilt lan 


society for the ego-gratification 
and guilt expiation of a minority 
of the faculty.” I am sorry your 
sense of guilt, and Ian’s, must be 
projected on those favoring the 
affirmative action program. I am 
suspicious of the Calvinistic 
notion of guilt as a necessary 
spur to moral action. I| reject 
your notion that “moral 
positions are only moral stand 
when they impose sacrifices on 


those taking them.”’ This is a 
sick notion of morality, the 
good person is not defined solely 
by suffering, despite your toilet 
training and early religious 
experiences 

You are also naive in 
Suggesting that there are not 


scarcities in today’s job market 
You said: “Is the future so dark 
and crowded that the candle 
that lights one person’s future 
must inevitably burn the flesh of 
another? Is the banquet so small 


that the satisfaction of ne 
person's 4ppetite means 
another's hunger? Must one 
group’s oppression be relieved 
only by oppressing another? 


And in this case, by virtue of 
their youth, a relatively innocent 
group?” Although not young, 
you are innocent, Victor 

There are hundreds of 
applications for jobs at this 
college. There are 26 new 
positions out of a faculty of 750 
plus. In order not to continue to 
discriminate against ethnic 
minorities we must discriminate 
against white males. You are 
innocent, Victor. There is no 
Santa Claus. This coilege is no 
longer growing, Victor. Reform 
must come at someone's 
expense 

You are right to suggest the 
burden be shared, however. But 
this should be in addition to the 
Proposed affirmative action 
program. Who knows, we might 
gallop ahead with 5.5 percent

affect black people. This is 
why-as Brother Don L. Lee 
said, ‘Black People Must Not Cry 
But Scream’ about political 
matters that affect our 
communities and our children. 
This is why the Sacramento 
Black Women’s United Front is 
forming, uniting on common 
ground. They must serve as the 
Piece of that ‘mirror’ of the 
black community, sending out 
rays to reflect the changing tides 


in the everyday life style of 
black people. They must help 
make it shine and let it shine.” 

Regarding the group’s 
relationship with the largely 
white, middle-class women’s 
liberation movement, a 
Statement issued by Black 
women defines the conditions of 
any potential unity between the 
two. “If the white groups do not 
realize that they are in fact 
fighting capitalism and racism, 
we do not have common 
bonds...Any white group that 
does not have an anti-imperialist 
and anti-racist ideology has 
absolutely nothing in common 
with the Black woman’s 
struggle.” 

Black women 
strictly anti-male approach 
articulated by some white 
women’s groups, but instead see 
the liberation of women as part 
of a larger revolution. At the 
same time, they make it clear 
that “unless women in any 
enslaved nation are completely 
liberated, the change cannot 
really be cailed a revolution. If 
the Black woman has to retreat 
to the position she occupied 
before the armed struggle, the

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progress! We mugnt atso suggest 
that bigger budgets are required 
and that the public share in the 
burden of reform. We might also 
push for bills authorizing eartier 
retirement and hire new people, 
at less expense, to replace them. 
You say, “Clearly the cultural 
biases that favor whites over 
minorities, men over women, 
Need modifying.” At the risk of 
appearing immoderate, | think 
these biases should be 
eliminated, not merely moditied 
The affirmative action program 
is a short step in that direction 

lan, some of the remarks I've 
made apply to you too. I have 
always enjoyed your quick 
mind, clever tongue, and 
commitment to reasoned 
decisions. One of the extreme 
applications of this reason has 
already been quoted. Why do 
you push the affirmative action 
proposals to a logically fallacious 
extreme? What is the evidence 
for the truth of your hypothesis 
that “It shows no respect for the 
intelligence and integrity of the 
majority of the faculty to claim 
that sensitivity screening can be 
independent of ‘political or 
ideological’ considerations.” 
Don't you believe yourself 
capable of identifying political 
or ideological considerations? Is 


your guilt over the past so 
extreme that any screening 
which was political or 
ideological could not be 


differentiated from other 
questions about the abilities of a 
job applicant? 

Your extremist comments 
border on paranoia. There is 
nothing in the affirmative action 
program which requires us to 
hire “minimally qualified 
candidates."” Why do you say, 
then, “...those seeking to 
encourage ‘affirmative 
action’...can hardly be aware of 
the consequences of policies 
that, in effect, permit or force 
the selection of minimally 
qualified (or ‘qualifiable’) 
candidates simply in order to 
bring the quotas of women and 
minority faculty to a level 
exhibited in the society at 
large.” You also distort reality 
when you intimate that those in 
favor of affirmative action, 
“whatever their protestations to 
the contrary,...through 
committee-determined policies 
and political pressure tactics 
attempt to manipulate persons 
and events—so as to transform 
the college into whatever 
particular utopia is the current 
fashion—show no democratic 
sensitivity or honest concern for 
the victims of racial and sexual 
discrimination.”’ If your reason 
Places the drive for racial and 
sexual equality on the level of a 
current fashion, God help us, I 
must join Camus in criticizing 
your kind of reason. “From the 
moment that eternal principles 
are put in doubt simultaneously 
with formal virtue, and when 
every value is discredited, reason 
will start to act without 
reference to anything but its 
own successes. It would like to 
rule, denying everything that has 
been and affirming all that is to 
come. One day it will conquer.” 

Your passion, Victor, your 
reason, lan, do not, to quote 
Camus again, provide “...a moral 
or metaphysical rule to balance 
the insanity of history.” Your 
passion for justice, without 
proportion, and logic with no 
empirical check make your 
remarks villainous when read by 
a racist audience. The real 
moderates in this piece are those 
advocating only 3.3 percent 
change per year.

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THE TRUTH OF THE MATTER

The truth of the matter is that the Hornet 
440-relay team can take care of plenty business 
and the soul of this foursome is four bad brothers 
who make up the nation’s swiftest college-division 
quarter-mile sprint team to this date 

Seaborn “Cookie” Bowens, Adrian “Seahorse” 
Rodgers, Roger McGill and Ralph Ligons have 
clocked the nation-leading 40.6 and eagerly look 
forward to the West Coast Relays in Fresno next 
week where hopefully they'll get the opportunity 
to tangle with much-heralded University of 
Southern California. 

All four men are supremely confident that their 
team can compete with the powerful Trojan 
foursome and thus, view USC as the team to beat 
when the starter’s gun goes off 

With the school record at 40.5 being under 
constant threat all four sprinters have fallen 
nothing short of a guarantee that the mark, set last 
season will fall 

The lone holdover from that team of last year is 
Ligons. Ralph noted that whereas last year the 
relay team had not run under 41.0 until the 
national championships (which they won) this 
year’s team has failed to clock a sub 41.0 only 

athree times this season. Take this any way you 
want, but it should be noted that during those 
three occasions the Hornet quartet suffered 
extremely bad handoffs, even to the point of 
nearly blowing an exchange 

But that’s all water under the bridge now and 
those days will more than likely never come again 
Now all that remains to do is for this swift crew to 
keep on doin’ what you doin’ faster and faster 

Recapping 4 so far successful season for the four 
speed merchants, their first encounter saw FWC 
veteran Ligons and company fall victim to a 
freshman dominated California Berkeley relay 
foursome 41.1 to 41.5. During that time Coach 
Stan Wright had done some experimenting with his 
prized possession and Roger McGill who had seen 
more duty as an anchorman, was chosen to lead 
ott 

The order has since been rearranged and the 
results are profoundly eyident. McGill now 
negotiates the turn on his way to passing off to 
anchorman Ralph Ligons. 

It is a bit ironic that all four runners at one time 
or another were anchormen for their respective 
high schools. Bowens, who now leads off for the 
Hornets, brought the stick home for the locally 
based Kennedy High School while McGill, from 
Richmond, anchored his high school team. Ligons 
and Rodgers both anchored their respettive teams 
while carrying them to the California state meet 
finals. 

Also, all four dashmen hold state meet 
experience with Rodgers being the freshest state 

mmeet veteran having anchored his Castlemont High 
mile relay team to the gold medal in last year's 
meet. McGill, Bowens and Ligons were all entrants 
in the 100-yard dash. 

Breaking it down individually, Rodgers has 
posted a 9.7 best in the century while the other 
three all check in at 9.5. With times as impressive 
as these one wonders just potentially what this 
foursome is capable of. To find out the answer to 
my question I asked the most reliable sources I 
could find and Ligons, Rodgers, Bowens and

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McGill all testified that “‘we will the 
39's” -right on 

While the Hornet quartet has been consistent at 
approximately 40.9 or better over the last month 
problems are evident. One of the problems they 
feel facing them right now is the fact that they all 
want to do their thing individually as well as for 
the team and rightly so. This is not to be taken out 
of context by no means. What it means simply is 
that because of this, the time spent on perfecting 
their specialties is time that could be used on 
working on improving the relay 

However, the group felt that this was not their 
biggest problems. Possibly the one obstacle 
confronting them is time and being able to 
maintain consistency in their running. But this as 
Ligons stated is something a bit hard to do when 
as in the past you are clocking in the low 40's 
while the second place team is somewhere in the 
42 and 43 second category. In other words they 
haven't been pushed and it’s going to be extremely 
interesting to see what happens when they do 

As McGill stated, “right now we've been 
winning our races on sheer speed.” It’s getting 
close to West Coast Relays time and perhaps this 
will be the first real test for the Hornet foursome 

To date the 40.6 clocking still stands as the best 
for the Hornet foursome. It is interesting to note 
however, in clocking their best time of the season 
the Hornets were being relegated to a second place 
finish behind 40.2 clocking Oregon University. 
That marked the second time a university division 
team had turned back the SSC group. Ironically 
enough though, both Cal and Oregon have failed 
to improve on their 41.1 and 40.2 victories over 
the Hornets 

Personality-wise these four men are probably 
four of the cockiest as well as confident people 
one would meet. Neither is bashful when it comes 
to answering questions. So confident are these 
guys that they are constantly testing each other 
over 100 or 220 yards. They criticize one anogher 
to no end, but at the same time the criticism is of 
a constructive nature. They all agree that they can 
take each other’s criticisms and so far with the 
success that they have met as relay team members 
their claims are justifiable. 

It has always been said that track and field is 
90% mental. If this is the case Roger McGill, Ralph 
Ligons, Cookie Bowens and Adrian Rodgers have 
won the battle. 

Turning toward more recent affairs in the world 
of track and field the SSC sprint foursome should 
easily dust off Chico State in preparation for the 
big one—Fresno, during which time they will 
compete in both the college division and open 
division 440 and 880-yard relays. How will they 
do? Eider statesman of the group Ralph Ligons 
testified with approval from the others, “we'll win 
the college division but in the open division we’re 
gonna have to put out a little more. I think the 
way we feel now that we definitely will have a 
good showing.” 

Rog McGill, “I think when we run college 
division that night we'll clock in the 39’s and come 
back in the open division with an upset.” 

The attitudes of each of the guys toward one 
another is one of mutual respect and admiration 
and it is this same combination along with sheer 
speed that will take the Sac State sprint team to 
national prominence and a second consecutive 
national college division 440-relay title

Party in the IT&T San Diego 
Convention Scandal, as well as 
the question of should a large 
private corporation use 
$400,000 of its stockhoiders’ 
assets to contribute to a political 
party 

And in speaking of the lack of 
trust’ by many Americans in 
their government, specifically 
government secrecy, Waldie 
stated, “Sadly there is great 
reason for such lack of faith.” 
And in referring to examples like 
the Pentago Papers, and the role 
of the press in the secrecy in 
government battle, he said, “A 
newspaper that abuses its 
privileges does far less harm toa 
free society than a Government 
that seeks to keep from the 
people the’ information that is 
critical of its leaders. Were it not 
for the press, whether 
responsible or irresponsible, the 
Pentagon Papers, and _ the 
India-Pakistan Papers would still 
be ‘classified,’ i.e., kept from the 
people.” Further saying that 
criticism of the press sould not 
be restrained, he pointed out 
that, “When the source is a 
politician, the criticism is 
frequently an expression of a 
desire to keep his policies free 
from the scrutiny of an 
unintimidated press.” 

Meanwhile, Jerry Waldie is 
back in Washington, but things 
are beginning to happen in 
California’ in tezms of his 
political career. At first it was a 
casual mention, then an election 
night appearance at the Unruh 
Headquarters in Los Angeles 
Unruh, at the completion of his 
concession speech, took time 
out from ali of the gloom in the 
room to introduce an old frend 
and a former colleague from the 
state assembly. The national 
television cameras zoomed in as 
Unruh introduced Jerome 
Waldie. The T.V. network 
newsman mentioned that Waldie

Thus 
all the students who thought 
that Altérnative Education was 
one of the best things that ever

Even now, 
two years later, some of us have 
still continued to think that 
Alternative Education is one of 
the best things to happen on the

Over the last two years I think 
that A.E. has attracted some of 
the best students on the campus, 
and some of the worst. 
Fortunately | think the majority 
of our interested students have 
been the best. The real problem 
has en that students aren't 
used tb being asked what they 
think. They aren't used to 
classes where they get to know 
everyone in the class before the 
semester is over. And most of all 
they aren't used to working 
without being told exactly what 
to do. Learning in classes with 
names like “Campus Sociology.” 
“Getting It Together,” “Crisis 
Line,” “Functioning With 
Government” and others with 


similar names has been difficult 
for most students. ONe thing is 
for sure. If you don't make the 
grade in most of the Alternative 
Education classes, you can’t 
blame it on a boring prof. We 
don’t have any profs, boring o1 
otherwise, except when they are 
invited in to our classes as guest 
speakers. We do have a Council 
of Alternative Education which 
concerns itself with making sure 
that the classes are a creditable 
experience, both in terms of 
process and content, however. 
The Council also is made up of 
students 

We are now planning some 
classes for next fall. Some of our 
“possibles” are: a class for 
teaching the new freshmen 
“What goes on behind the closed 
doors” in education at SSC; a 
class for students who are 
Undeclared called “What do | 
want to do in life’, a class which 
invites faculty members from 
Various departments to come 
and lecture to members of the 
student government, and others 

We'll be developing more 
ideas within a few weeks. What 
is your part in all of this? Well, 
we're not quite as free as we 
have been in the past. A lot of
